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THE MIRACLES WHICH SURROUND US 

Mom of u. will agree that there it a .(range 
fascination about thoie infinite empty .paces out be¬ 
yond the >(kn. A full understanding of the science 
of astronomy is too much for ordinary individuals, 
but we can listen to the things the astronomers say, 
and now and then we discover that these scientific 
gentlemen are playing with the raw materials of great 
poetry. 

Consider, for instance, an eminent astronomer's 
recesst discovery of the high winds that sweep the 
stars—winds that reach a velocity of 144,000 miles 
an hour, howling and swirling through everlasting 
esnptmess above the lifeless plains of far-off planets 

Or tahe the case of another astronomer, who has 
gone exploring—via the telescope—in that incompre¬ 
hensibly distant patch of light known as the Magel¬ 
lanic Clouds These clouds, first reported by Ferdi¬ 
nand Magellan, are to far away that it takes their 
light 90.000 years to reach the earth; yet they are 
to large that the ring-like formation of one of them is i 
clearly visible in the telescope, and it it estimated 
that they give off more light than all the stars which 
can be seen with the naked eye put together. 

,Meditatii* <liing> like these—cosmic hurri¬ 
canes of unmagtnable force, and gas-rings to vast 
and so distant that the mind staggers trying to com¬ 
prehend them—it probably a very impractical pur¬ 
suit. Our lives will go along just about as they would 
if these eerie phenomena never existed. We art apt 
to have trouble enough lifting our eyes to earthly 
horizons; it may seem exceedingly profitless to think 
twice of these other-worldly bits of magic. 

Yet there it something unspeakably fascinating 
about the thought of these things. It is the stuff of 
which poetry it made: wild, gale-swept poetry, of 
the kind that blows small considerations out of a 
man's heart and leaves him blinking at the immensity 
and the mystery of the forces which surround human 
lift. 

Far away from us. on desolate landscapes where 
no life it or bat been since the world was made, there 
blows an eternal hurricane. A ring of flame big 
enough to encircle our sun and all our planets bums 
alone, to distant that we tee it only at a faint light 
cloud on the blackness of the sky. 

And what of that? Nothing, perhaps; except 
that these facts haunt our minds, and stand as sym¬ 
bols of the titanic miracles amid which our lives are 
cradled. _ 

NOT THE TIME FOR IMMIGRATION 

When Rt. Hon. J. H. Thomas. Secretary of 
State for the Dominions, told the British House of 
Commons recently that he would not advocate the 
sending of people to Canada unless they were assured 
of jobs, he was taking the correct attitude. No people 
should be admitted to this country at present unless 
it is clearly proven that they are able to look after 
themselves, either by guaranteed employment or by 
sufficient private funds. 

While it is quite natural for the British people 
to turn first to the Dominions when they are consid¬ 
ering suitable places to which to send emigrants, and 
while, under ordinary circumstances, Canada would 
welcome suitable settlers here and give them every 
encouragement, the plain truth is, at The Montreal 
Star putt it. the present it no time to encourage im¬ 
migration because “one-tenth of our population it 
subsisting on charity as it k. The resources of the 
country are being strained to care for them; we can 
not endure any additions to our present burden.'' Our 
eastern contemporary then enlarges upon the point; 

In due course, with the return ot prosperity, we 
shall need Immigrants and shall do our best to help 
them settle down In this Dominion. That Is the 
only way In which a country like this can make 
progress. We shall want new blood, and we shall 
turn first to the Old Country for selected Immi¬ 
grants to people our spare territory. But we eannot 
do this to-day. There ought to be no sort of en¬ 
couragement given to any intending emigrants to 
come to Canada unless they are prepared, and able, 
to keep themselves without any help. 

It ta well that this should be dear beyond any 
possibility of doubt. It would not be fair to any 
Immigrants to suggest that there are good oppor¬ 
tunities for work In Canada at pr iesnt. We eannot 
find work for the people we have here now. and - 
every additional seeker after employment would 
only mean one more mouth to feed, unless such 
a seeker, as we have said, were able to maintain 
hlmaslf and even then, if he got work, he would 
only be taking It from somebody who Is already here 
and seeking It. 

We should put aside all thoughts of immigration 
until prosperity returns and the sun la shining upon 
US favorably onoe more. 

There is an immigration, or settlement, scheme 
under consideration at present known as the Hornby 
scheme. Its main conditions are that British families 
shall be sent out to Canada to form themselves into 
communities in various parts of the Dominion. But 
it calls for no expenditure on the part of the Do¬ 
minion; the British government and various British 
organizations interested in migration would fool the 
bill. and. presumably, take care of any “misfits" who 
might otherwise become public charges. To such an 
arrangement, of course, there could be no objection. 
Successful settlement on this basis would mean a 
greater demand for the things which the factory pro¬ 
duces. 

What Canada really needs, however, is a land 
scheme that will make it possible for Canadians who 
show an aptitude for rural life to grow enough to 
feed themselves, and sell their surplus to keep them 
in the things which do not come from the toil. If the 
4l3li000.000 already expended in direct relief by. 
the Dominion government had been expended on some 
such plan, our economic condition to-day would not 
be half at serious as it is. 


A "STATE MEDICINE" EXPERIMENT 

With state health insurance one of the policies 
for which the Pattullo government stands, the experi¬ 
ment which the little town of Cards!on, in Southern 
Alberta—it has a population of about 1,700, and 
head of the Mormon colony—has launched in a small 
way it of particular interest. 

The Cardslon plan of community medicine guar¬ 
antees to any family complete medical service—but 
not hospital care—for all its members for an advance 
payment of twenty-five dollars per year, this includ¬ 
ing even major operations. The enterprise a strictly 
voluntary. The management is m the hands of a com¬ 
mittee of citizens and the subscription money is divided 
in monthly instalments between the town's two doc¬ 
tors. More than 300 families noyv are subscribers. 

The scheme is said to be working admirably. 
The contributing families are spared worry over doc¬ 
tors’ bills, and the two physicians are assured of a 
decent income without the worry of difficult collec¬ 
tions. From townspeople not associated with the 
plan they collect fees in the ordinary way. 

PROTECTING THE INVESTOR 

Increased government supervision of the United 
States banking system seems likely to follow the new 
deposit insurance plan. 

Reports from Washington say that officials of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation are consid¬ 
ering ways of assuming a voice in the control of 
banking institutions into which millions of RFC funds 
have been pumped. 

The RFC has spent $023,000,000 buying cap¬ 
ital stock in nearly 5,000 banks; it is hardly sur- 
Pruing, therefore, that such eiteniNe stock purchases 
should be expected to carry a voice in management. 

Just where this tendency is going to take our 
neighbor's banking structure, however, is not entirely 
clear. Is the republic heading in the direction of 
straight-out government operation of the banking busi¬ 
ness? - 

One who believes in signs almost could be induced 
to think so. , 

DUE TO A FOOLISH POLICY 

If there is any disposition on the part of the 
National government of Great Britain—which, of 
course, is overwhelmingly Conservative—to ignore the- 
Canadian protest against the completion of the coo- 
tract under which British timber interests want to im¬ 
port 450,000 standards, approximately 900,000,000 
feet, of Russian lumber, it will find support m a 
recent article from the Liberal Manchester Guardian's 
Ottawa correspondent and the following editorial 
which appeared m a recent issue of his paper: 

"The Canadian timber interests, well backed by 
the Canadian Government, have been assiduous in 
their propaganda against their Russian competitors In 
this country. The reason for their anxiety to retain 
and increase their hold on the British market is shows 
by our Ottawa correspondent in his message to-day. 
Discriminatory tariffs are being invoked to recover 
what discriminatory taxes have lost. 

“Until Mr. Bennett assumed office three-eighths 
of the total productjpn of Canadian timber was ex¬ 
ported to the United Stales. But under pressure from 
the hardwood interests, who suffered competition from 
American wood, a system of irritating and arbitrary 
taxation was imposed on American imports, to which 
Washington promptly replied by heightening its 
tariffs and effectually hitting the Canadian timber 
exporters. Exports to the United States fell from 
1.500.000,000 feet a year to 235.528.000 feet in 
the year ending March, 1933. Left with a surplus 
of over 1,000.000,000 feet unsold, in July, Mr. 
Bennett sought through article 21 of the Ottawa 
Agreement to recapture a trade which his own stu¬ 
pidity had thrown away. The British Import Duties 
Advisory Committee are still considering the question 
of "unfair" Russian competition referred to them by 
Mr. Runciman. They should bear well in mind 
this basic cause for the Canadian agitation. 

“They may also have in their minds the protest 
our government made against the special French sur¬ 
tax on British goods. The injustice and folly of 
discrimination and embargo are patent to any student 
of their histories. When high-tariff countries fall out, 
the result is never amicable bargaining but mutual j 
distrust and industrial dislocation.”

|>REUIER BENNETT (who has been 
1 getting into this column altogether 
too much lately, because I can t think 
of anything really exciting) tails them 
In Vancouver that what wa need la to 
gat back to the hardy days of our 
pioneer anoeetora. who didn’t expect to 
be pap-fad by the government. 

This sounds fine. You can almost 
picture Mr. Bennett himself, and all 
tt^a other powerful financiers of tbs 
east, toiling behind a plough and milk¬ 
ing a doaan cows every morning; you 
can almost imagine It. but not quite. 
Still, It is rather a charming thought 
to contemplate, and If tha eminent 
financiers could live a p lantar Ufa for 
a few days It would do them a world 
of good, perhaps reduce that surplus 
avoirdupois, which nowadays seems 
to sceompany greatness. 

But apart from Xhaoa more interest¬ 
ing possibilities, them are some other 
considerations about this philosophy 
of going back to tha days of the 
pioneers. X am not afalnst it particu¬ 
larly. I could go back much more 
easily than moat man; a thousand 
times more easily than Mr. Bennett 
and his millionaire fraternity of Bt. 
Jamas Street. And probably It would 
be good for our eoula In the end. It 
could be argued with merit, indeed, 
that our whole civilisation la poisonous 
and dangerous to the body and soul 
of tha human animal. 

HIGH STANDARD 

DOT THAT IB not tha point Mr Ben- 
^ nett and his friends am discussing 
They am discussing tha economic, not 
the spiritual aspect of tha matter, and 
this Is what they always seam, to for¬ 
get: That aU tha big Industries Ilka 
Mr. Bennstt’s matchworks, all the 
great corporations whose atock has 
been so ably watered, the entire fi¬ 
nancial framework of the country, has 
been built up. not by pionaers living 
In the wilderness on their own re¬ 
source#. but by Canadians accustomed 
to a high standard of living. 

Their standard has slipped in tha 
last four years and already the great 
Industrie* and tha financial structure 
have fait the result In reduced pur¬ 
chasing power But let us really get 
back to simplicity, let us all become 
self-supporting and the great Indus¬ 
trie*, -the entire financial structure, 
would collapse in the night There 
would be no mom Bennetts, no more 
millionaire*, no mom financiers at all 

The average man has benefited, ma¬ 
terially at least, from the progress of 
civilisation, but he hasn’t been the 
chief benefactor. The actual producer 
of the wealth haan t been the great 
gainer by It. The chief benefactor, the 
great gainer, has been the man on top 
of the heap who. of hlmaslf. produced 
nothing.

SINGING FltHI* 

|ORE mysteries of the sea*, and all th# phen¬ 
omena associated with the life of their 
waters, from time to time make remarkable read¬ 
ing for the general public. None greater, or more 
speculative, perhaps, than th# sound* produced 
by certain form* of fish-life The director of 
England's Zoological Society's Aquarium, has re¬ 
cently pronounced upon some researches he has 
been making on th* vocal efforts at certain fish. 
He says It Is remarkable in the instance of the 
so-called Mexican singing, or canary fish, which 
perform in choirs of several hundred strong. The 
sound produced by these canary fish is caused by 
a contraction of the air-bladder, mellowed to a 
musical note as It filters through the water to th# 
listener In a boat above. 

LIKE THE TUNING-LF OF THE VIOLIN 

E ven in English waters there art known to be 
many sound-producing fish. The common 
hone mackerel, the John Dory and the sunfish 
make harsh noises Ilk* 'those that result when a 
file Is drawn across a rough surface. The little 
bullhead, common enough In England's rock pools, 
produce*, a sound like the tunlng-up of a violin, 
and moot fishermen have lurid tale* to tell of th# 
conger’s "barking” capacity. i 

Further inquiries by the Zoological director 
claim that all kinds of fishes "sihg." many to an 
impressive degree. Down along Florida's coast 
there la a hug# drummer fish that lives up to his 
name. The nolee* it produces can be distinctly 
heard by the boatmen above coming up a hundred 
feet or more above the flah. suggesting a roll of 
the orchestral kettle drum. Of course, fish noises, 
or their musical efforts, are mors impressive when 
produced In ensemble. 

THEORY OF THE NATIVE* 

A CCORDING to s correspondent to The Fishing 
Gazette. a>mc South American "singing" fish 
only approach the coaat at certain seasons, and 
the native* declare that they can hear them com¬ 
ing. "Not My splashing or jumping, to* the sur¬ 
face of the water can be quite unbroken, but 
from th# noise which they make under water. The 
natives bellsve that these sound* are in some way 
connectad with mating." 

In thsee researches the Aquarium director de¬ 
termined that all such vocal or instrumental 
effort* appear to b# quite involuntary. That the 
fishes justified no belief In their application of 
the sounds produced was th* opinion, also that 
the sounds did not bear directly on the flab's 
way of life, there waa no sort of receptive appar- 
, u# whereby the sound* could have been appre¬ 
ciative by the flah themselves. While It may be 
possible that some fish can hear m varying degree. 
It t» quite certain that the majority are entirely 
deaf by human standards.

PLYMOUTH EXPERIMENT# 

A T THE Plymouth Biological Station some years 
ago effort* were made to ascertain whether 
fish could be trained to associate the notes of an 
electric busier with the depositing erf food In one 
particular place. The "dining room" in this in¬ 
stance was a large box. and after a faw trials with 
the buster, one particular cod so closely and ac¬ 
curately connected the box with food—whether 
the busier was working or not—that It took up 
permanent residence there. Tills fish thus nega¬ 
tived the experiment. In public aquaria th# visitor 
Is sometimes impressed—forgetting that flah have 
very keen eyesight—by th# sudden activity shown 
by the fish when an attendant blows s whistle or 
sounds a gong Just before the tank inmates are 
fed. The association of food with a whistle or 
gong le a very effective Illusion—but an illusion 
all the earn#. 

UAH VIOLINISTS 

yTHER researches snd experiments conducted at 
aquariums in Oermany and America, found 
that most fishes were deaf and took no notice of 
even a loud report, while others became satisfied 
that certain fish showed evidences of th# percep¬ 
tion of sound. Whatever the motive, if any. of 
’singing fish." It is exceedingly interesting to 
follow how such fish-sound mechanism are 
launched upon the air or water, not forgetting 
the absence, too. of true lungs, larynx or vocal 
chorda. But fish hav# other and ample means for 
sound production. Many can emit loud strtdula- 
tions on grasshopper principles, using the basses 
of certein fine, fin-ray* and gill cov#>* to perform 
the functions of strings and bow. An Indian cat¬ 
fish even employs part of ita spinal column, scrap¬ 
ing th* first bone of IU dorsal fin against the 
spines of the fourth and fifth vertebras Th# 
trigger fishes, sturgeon end bore fish, and the 
common stickleback, are all in th* das* of what 
on* might term flah violinists. In fish music 
there ta not th* slightest aesthetic appreciation, 
so that the suggestion that the singing fishes'- 
chorus had .possibly some connection with mating 
may appeal to the poet, but is not taken for 
granted by the scientist.

I N COURT clrclra there 1* frequent reference to 
Queen Mary's "uncanny memory." a gift which 
hat on many occasions rslleved an embarrassing 
situation and has been the cause of many a last¬ 
ing friendship. 

Although Queen Mary's memory for persons is 
little short of amaslng. she 1* also able to recall 
small incidents long after they have been for¬ 
gotten by moet of those who took part In them. 
One day whlla making a tour of Wlndaor with an 
official, the Queen suddenly remarked. "I dis¬ 
tinctly remember that when I waa Princess of 
Wales, you took me into a room and showed me 
some tap estry whic h you to ok fro m a drawer.

Indeed, wonderful that al¬ 
though Queen Mary meets thousands of people 
every year at functions and receptions, she can 
always recall old friends and Incidents connected 
with them. 

At home she doe* not allow the dignity of her 
station to interfere with her great love* of domes¬ 
tic life. Although she is essentially conservative, 
the Qu&n Is ever ready to adopt the most up-to- 
date labor-saving machine, if It can prove itself 
superior to older device*. Her love and trust of 
Youth are Illustrated . by her choice of young 
people for Important positions In her household. 
She is a great believer In the personal touch in 
domestic matters. For instance, she herself de¬ 
signed her exquisite writing table In Windsor 
Castle, while not long ago she decorated s draw¬ 
ing-room with some Oriental msndarln cloaks 
which had long lain useless In a drawer.

H ER INVENT IV EN BBS does not cesse with 
decoration. Ail the plana of the cottages to 
be erected on the royal estates are scrutinised by 
her before they are built. She consults the archi¬ 
tect and th# builder. "Would It not be more con¬ 
venient If the washing copper were removed from 
the interlof of the house to the outside? Why 
should the woman hav« to fill her house with un¬ 
healthy steam? And that pantry should be nearer 
to the kitchen. Then there are too many step*

Thu* reasons Queen Mary with eil^he con¬ 
sideration and forethought aha lavishes on San¬ 
dringham or Balmoral This asm* quality was 
recently brought out during a visit to a Lancashire 
nursing home After looking round closely Queen 
Mary wW. "You need a clock. I think, in this 
sitting room Have you a tape measure?" Several 
officials immediately offered to measure th* shelf, 
but the Queen merely smiled snd did th* job 
herself. 

No onr knows better tbsn Her Majesty th* 
meaning of economy As s child she was brought 
up very simply at th# Whit* Lodge, and from bar 
earliest age has realised to the full the value of 
money. Only Queen Mary knows what a differ¬ 
ence their Majesties' voluntary relinquishment of 
C50.000 a year made to their mode of living.

It 
has mad* him lass a man than a (machine, 
incapable of feeling th* joys and sorrows of th* 
ten million Canadians whose destinies are at 
p r esent in hte hands. 

Five years of a shrewish wife would have 
made him human. The midnight wail of child¬ 
ren would have worn down his robust egotism. 

He wants to be human I believe h# wants 
It to-day more than anything else on earth His 
ponderous efforts to respond to good fellowship 
are almost pathetic Hte abrupt and brusque re¬ 
jection of overtures te a device to protect and 
disguise his feelings. 

But ha has lost th* art of human warmth— 
if he ever had it. 

He peers out between th* post of th* fence 
he has built around himself with half wistful 
eyes of the little rleh boy who te forbidden to 
go out and roll In th* mud with tha common 
children. 

Hte quick glances are sharp and suspicious. 
Despite hte pose of aloof indifference, he te 
continually measuring other peoples estimates 
of him.

Here Is How To In terpret 
Tjhose Weak (Third- 
Hand (Bids

T W18H TO clear up a point regarding original 
* third hand bids in the constructive one over 
one system. 

As you slregdy know, in order to make an 
original first or second hand bid you must have 
between three snd three snd one-half high card 
tricks. In addition to stating that you have thte 
strength when making a first or second hand bid. 
you also tell your partner that your hand contains 
re-bid values; therefore you are often required to 
pass a fairly strong hand in first or second 
position. 

Bo. of necessity, third band must open very 
light. As s matter of fact, tha better players to¬ 
day seldom para in third position, especially when 
not vulnerable. 

• XX this >s true, how can you tell whether your 
partner, bidding third band, is bidding a psychic 
or has a real bid? * 

First, ir partners hand contains no strength 
snd be simply,-wishes to make a bid. he should 
open with one club. This bid of one club does 
not signify that he holds s club suit—it Is simply 
sn opening bid. and unlera partner re-bids clubs 
or makes a constructive bid in another suit at 
some later stage in the bidding, you must not 
count his hand for any strength. 

If the third hand bidder opens with one 
diamond suit—it may simply state. "If you are 
going to choose between a club and a diamond 
lead In case we do not get the contract. 1 would 
prefer that you lead a diamond." Of eourae, he 
may have » good diamond suit—however, thte fact 
will be shown In the later stages of the bidding. 

If the third hand bidder makes sn original 
bid of one heart he definitely states that he bhs 
a heart suit snd that bis hand oontains possibly 
two to two and one-half high card tricks. Xn 
other words, do not mske a weak third hand bid 
-of one heart unless you are prepared to play the 
hand at heart*, and have some eld* strength. 

An original third hand bid of one spade show# 
a biddable spade suit and should show two and 
one-half high card triples. With less than thte 
holding hi either major. It to advisable for you to 
open the bidding with one club or one diamond

LONDON. 

A N EVENT in politics has been the exchange of 
notes between th* British and Irish Free State 
Governments on the subject of th# relations be¬ 
tween the two countries. 

The House of Commons listened with strained 
attention when J. H. Thomas resd .the despatches 
and profound disapproval was manifested on the 
Ministerial benches at the anti-British ton# of 
De Valera. Despite recent developments in the 
Irish situation, it is still distasteful to British 
sentiments to hear the head of the Free State 
avowing that his countrymen's association with 
the British Commonwealth o( Nations has ‘‘never 
beep a voluntary one." that they claim tha right 
to exist as an "independent nation” (presumably 
meaning thereby a#’ a 'republic) and that they 
hav* "only yielded to British rule under the 
pressure of overwhelming material force.” 

By thte time, perhaps, one ought to have be¬ 
come reconciled to the fact that Mr. De Valera 
has smashed ail the hopes which wvgp entertained 
twelve jeers ago that the Treaty with Ireland 
meant a peaceful settlement of the old friction 
between the two countrle*. Ireland, rays he. only 
submitted to the treaty because it was presented 
with the alternative of "immediate war." He 
claims complete freedom to sever the Free State's 
connection with the British Commonwealth and 
wants to know what Orest Britain 1s going to do 
about it in that event. The general impression 
created by Mr. D Valera's despatch was that ha 
waa anxious to draw the British Government to 
make some pronouncement of the steps they would 
take If th# Free Bute were to declare itself a re¬ 
public. so that he might have a definite “IreHmd 
versus Britain" issue to place before th* Irish 
electors in any forthcoming general election, such 
as he 1s believed to be contemplating. 

The British Government has wisely refused to 
rise to this bait, and Mr. .De Valera has thus been 
left in the position of grasping at thin air. Th* 
government refuse# to accept hte assumption that 
lasting friendship between th* two countries is 
impossible on the present baste, and points out 
very pertinently that friendly relations existed 
during th* ten year* following the IrUh Treaty, 
that is until Mr De Valera gained the ascendancy 
in Ireland and stirred up the waters of discord 
once Again. Flatly refusing to contemplate the 
final repudiation of the Free State's treaty obliga¬ 
tions. the government my they "do not feel called 
upon to ray what attitude they would adopt in 
circumstances which they regard as purely hy¬ 
pothetical" 

Their refusal to be drawn on this issue must 
have been a great disappointment to Mr. De Valera, 
who. one imagines, had been hoping that they 
would reply with threats of which he could have 
made g ood us e as a trump card In an election 
campaign!

O NE INTEREST IN O aspect of th* present situa¬ 
tion Is how far would the othvr Dominions 
be concerned should th* Irish Free State decide 
to sever completely Its connection with the British 
Commonwealth. Mr. Thomas declines to dreg In 
the other Dominions at this stage into what be 
regards as for the time being a sort of private 
quarrel between this country and the Free State, 
arising from the land annuities default and other 
breaches of the Irish Treaty Should th* 

State rut the painter, however, it appears obvious 
that the Dominions would have to b* consulted. 
tor the issue would then take on an imperial 
complexion of th* first magnitude. 

Already in some quarters people are speculating 
as to what would be the status of Irishmen living 
tn this country If the Free State withdrew from 
the Commonwealth—whether they would hav# to 
choose between becoming naturalised British 
citiaene or accepting the status of aliens, with the 
necessity of registering themselves as foreigners 
In this country, just as aliens are called upon to 
do

Thte further development in the Irish situation 
will be seised upon as useful ammunition by that 
section of the Conservative Party which is op¬ 
posed to the government's scheme for Indian con¬ 
stitutional reform On* of their great points Is 
that tha proposed safeguards in th# Indian scheme 
are nothing more than paper ones and they 
naturally ask. seeing that a sister-nation like 
Ireland can so flagrantly repudiate treaty obliga¬ 
tions. what guarantee is there that once self- 
government Is granted to India we shall not see 
the same thing there?

Lord Carson 

Irish Fighter, cYW Old 
C Man, (Reappears In 
House and Speaks

LONDON 

T HE FAMOUS clay* of the Irish Home Rule fight 
were recalled by the rf appearance In the House 
of Lords of that great supporter of th# Union, 
Lord Carson (Sir Edward Canon, as he waa In 
those days) the other day. 

At the advanced age of seventy-nine Lord C*r«v 
son rose on the Ministerial benches to speak In 
support of Lord Danesfort. who had demanded to 
know what th* government was going to do about 
the Irish Free 8tate legislation to abolish right of 
appeal to the Privy Council. Dedplte^Vh* passage 
of years he retains much of his old fire and pug¬ 
nacity. and though his voice haa lost Its power he 
thrilled the Houae by a moet moving plea for the 
loyalists in the south of Ireland and hte bitter talk 
of broken pledges. As leader of the Ulster loyal¬ 
ists. Lord Carson kept the flag of "no compromise" 
flying when it came to any proposal that Ulster 
Should bet put under the heel of the south, and 
in the end be won the day. for Ulster received 
separate self-government. 

Dour of manner and acrid of tongue. Lord 
Carson was perhaps th* greatest parliamentary 
fighter the House' of Commons has ever known— 
unless it be for Lord Snowden. Having served the 
cause to which he devoted hte life, the physical 
disabilities of old age keep him out of active 
politics and hi* rare appearances In the Upper 
House, when the Welfare of Irlxh loyal late is con¬ 
cerned. lend a touch of drama to the debates and 
set many a tongue wagging about th* "old days."

Lingering there, one seems to be 
able to look down a long vista, and occasionally 
there flashes on one the tense of vague, connec¬ 
tion. s feeling there te something between thee* 
ravage ways and us, something we can learn from 
them about ourselves, s feeling of the evolution 
of things. The faces, the crude goda. the Imple¬ 
ments. the ravage relics speak out of the glass 
cases to remind us of humble origins.

rpURN to th# Solcpnon Island wall case. Down 
* at the bottom, not conspicuous, is the crocodile 
head deity,- for which Dr. Burnett nearly laid 
down hte life along aide of Morovo Lagoon. New 
Oeorgla. "That nearly cast me my meal ticket," 
he once told William Tansley. th# present curator. 
For the image meant as much to the Solomon 
Islanders a* the Holy Orall to Sir Oeiahad. 

But let Dr. Frank Burnett tell the story In hte 
book "Thro' Polynesia and Papua.” Here, with 
typical reserve, ht- minimises the personal factor 
and describes the annexing of the crocodile deity 
to hte collection. * "Under the protection of the 
Chief." he write*. "I wandered up to the 'tambo.' 
or Devil's house, accompanied by a numerous re¬ 
tinue of practically irresponsible ravaged, all 
armed and distinctly hostile. While preparing my 
camera to take a photo of the sanctuary, I noticed , 
at the foot of the elaborately, though grotesquely 
carved wooden presiding deity, an apparently very 
ancient stone figure with a crocodile head. Though 
past experience had led me to bellev* that It waa 
Impossible to obtain any article from a ‘tambo’ 
shrine. I lifted up this particular specimen and 
merely through force of habit asked th# chief by 
signs to sell It to me. To my astonishment he 
appeared to hesitate instead of flatly refusing. 
Thte action on hte part encouraged me to offer 
him a number of sticks of tobacco, which he at 
first refused, but ultimately accepted with great 
reluctance after being strongly importuned. I 
thereupon, on account of the threatening attitude 
of the natives, hurried back to tha boat, but X 
had to carry th# ’devil’ myself. Neither of the 
two natives to whom I had entrusted my other 
purehaaea could be prevailed upon to touch th* 
image for the very good reason, as X found 
out later, that they were firmly convinced that a 
rtpeedy and violent end would be the doom of 
whoever removed anything from a 'tambo* house 
Undoubtedly this stone idol 1s vary ancient. In 
discussing the matter with the trader subse¬ 
quently. it was his opinion that tha chief was 
firmly Imbued with the belief when parting with 
the image that through my sacrilegiously becom¬ 
ing possessed of It I would assuredly come to a 
speedy and violent end.”

R EFLECTION is stirred by another exhibit tn 
the same case—a stone food masher, which 
Dr. Burnett rays supplies "one of the numerous 
evidences scattered throughout the Pacific that 
the islands in that vast expanse of ocean were 
inhabited by a race distinct from the Polynesians 
and Papuans, who hav* vanished, leaving no 
trad it ions whatever." Who were they? 

But thte te getting ahead of the story. First, a 
word about Dr. Burnett, who died at th* age of 
seventy-eight during a luncheon address in hte 
home city of Vancouver In February. 1930. Ha 
waa born in Scotland, th* son of a sea captain 
who himself had the love of collecting primitive 
things. At fourteen, young Frank managed to 
persuade the old captain to apprentice him before 
th* mast, and for tha next four years he was on 
a railing vessel. Then he once more took to the 
dry land, thte time at Montreal. Coming to Win¬ 
nipeg and the prairies, he waa at different times 
a farmer and stock broker. In 1895 his health 
broke He went west and waa in business in Van¬ 
couver before hte search for health—and also that 
something else that was In him—took him to the 
South Seas. At the time of hte death he was an 
honorary doctor of laws of the University of 
British Columbia, s member of the B.C. Art and 
Historical Society snd other organ ixations. a 
widely-recognised ethnogrsphtet. snd the author 
of four books; 'Summer Islan of Eden." “The 
Wreck of the ‘Tropic Bird* snd Other South Sea 
Stories." "Through Tropic Seas" and ‘Through 
Polynesia and Papua."

I Attention was attracted particularly to new methods of treating poisoning 
by carbon monoxldt and by cyanides, these methods involving the injection 
of an agent called methylene blue. Vast amounts of work done along these 
lines failed to establish the usefulness or the method, yet the end of the year 
found It still being reported as affective in some places and attacked as 
uselaai In others. 

An antklote was announced against bichloride of mercury poisoning. This 
Also is not yet established because of difficulty In making suitable Investigations. 

Two severe epidemics attracted national Interest during 1039. One was 
the worst epidemic In history of encephalitis lethargies, an Inflammation of 
the brain In which there la constant lethargy, or sleepiness. Nearly 1,000 
cases of this disease appeared In 8t. Louis and surrounding territory. There 
la a tendency toward certain types of epidemic Influence. 

The second epidemic was the kppearance of a virulent form of amebfc 
dysentery in two Chicago hotels with a record of more than ft00 cases scattered 
through 170 cities, and with a considerable number of deaths. 

This epidemic served to focus the medical attention of the country on 
dysentery and similar parasitic disorders associated with foods.

MARVELS OF STRGERY 

S URGERY presented some unusual performances in 1933, Including the 
complete removal of a lung, announced by Drs. Everts Graham of 8t. 
Lou la and William Rlenhoff of Baltimore, and removal of a large part of the v 
pancreas because of the presence of tumors. 

The surgical operation which seemed to attract most medical attention, 
however, was the removal of the thyroid gland to relieve undue influence 
on the heart of secretions of that organ In certain cases of heart disease. 

Special attention was given during the year to new gland discoveries. 
More and more the algnlflcance of the glanda of Internal secretion for health 
and life la becoming apparent. Extracts are being developed from glands 
to be used In cases in which there is s deficiency of such glandular substances. 

It la known now that the pituitary gland produces substances which 
affect growth, sex activity and utilisation of sugar by the body, and that 
other secretions from this gland are associated with stimuli to some glands 
elsewhere in the body and with inhibitions of the actions of other glands.
